It has been said that most impor- 
tant part of a man's education is rc- 
received at his mother's knee. Cer- 
tainly early influences go far to control 
later development. Nowhere is this 
more true HUM with reference to the 
fitting of pupils for college. The 
n of the College at Washington 
is hut to carry onward what the Insti- 
tutions have well begun. It seldom 
lays the foundations of scholarship 
and character ; scarcely even does it 
shape the build in« ; its powers go 
rather to strengthen, solidify, and 
adorn the structures that other and 
earlier hands have wisely rearod. 

The present is therefore a suitable 
time to speak of this preparation. 
In doing so, I shall mention the sev- 
eral subjects which have most engag- 
ed my attention in those who have 
come to I ho College, and in tbeir 
careers while there. 

ENGLISH. 

Here, a* mast always be said in 

referring to the education of the deaf, 
i he first and foremost requisite is the 
ability to use and to understand the 
English language. It is the ladder upon 
.vhich the student must rise, from 
the time when in his first year he 
grapples with algebraic problems, un- 
til as a senior.he traces the subtleties 
of Butler's Analogy. Some students, 
not wanting in other respects, have 
failed, and with many success has 
been incomplete, for the lack of this 
single ability. 

It would, perhaps, not be proper 
for one who has had less experience 
in the earlier stages of instruction 
than any here present to advance 
theories as to teaching English ; nor 
is such my intention. 

Hut there is one prw dice of which, 
a me, too little is made. 
I refer to the use of connected Ian 
guage in ordinary intercouise with ad- 
vanced pupils. No doubt we use 
speech, writing, or the manual alpha- 
bet in the school-room ; they convey 

■ rmal question and answer. Bai 
it. other times we, instructors as well 
is pupils, are, I fear, apt to fall into 
bando* of the sign-lan- 
guage ; whereas, all admit that speech, 
vvruing, or dactylology can protitahly 
be made the habitual, customary, and 

ait means of intercourse with 
pupils. 

If instructors cultivate a habit of 
addressing advanced pupils in one of 
these wavs, will not the pupils soon 
respond r f Will they not in time form 
the habit themselves? Will lhey not 
come to feel the fact that to fall back 
ii|K)n the sign-language is to confess 
weakness ? I think so, for nothing 
i like exatnp the habit 

once formed, fieir improvement in 
idiomatic English will be certain to 
follow, for it will proceed upon the 
axiom that practice makes perfect. 

Many examples of its efficacy are in 
my rnind. The latest impressed me 
not a little. Only a few days ago a 
bright Irish boy of twenty came to 
He came from the Institu- 
tion under whose hospitable roof we 
bearing was lost in infancy 
-before he could speak. I addresed 
tin at once by selling, expecting to 
t«e him nonplussed, but he replied 
readily in the same way ; and for a 
quarter of an hour we conversed en- 
tirely by spelling. Sometimes he 
hesitated a little ; he used quaint ex- 

im now and then ; but I do not 
recall a single mutism. I asked him 
how 1. I at the power, and he 

said one of his teachers had often told 
him to spell — to spell habitually.

In many institutions I think too 
little time has been given to arithme- 
tic. Pnpils who seemed bright, or 
those who possessed the "fatal facili- 
ty" of scribbling English merely, have 
been passed on to the higher blanches 
before they were fairly grounded in 
the rudiments of arithmetic. The 
latter was my own case, and the con 
sequences have not ceased to hamper 
me. 

In arithmetic, as in English again, 
the difference is most marked between 
the pupil who has learned to express 
himself in connected language and 
one who has not. There are those 
who can "do" examples in abstract 
numliers all the way from addition to 
cube root, but cannot define a deci- 
mal fraction, nor construe the lan- 
guage of simple problems. Such pu- 
pils, when they come to the higher 
branches, may work well in a book like 
es, may work well in a book like 
Wentworth's Geometry, which de- 
monstrates theorems wholly or chiefly 
by algebraic methods, but they 
stumble sadly when required to use 
one like Loomis's, which employs the 
language of reasoning to reach the 
same end. This is doubly unfortu- 
nate, since there arc no better exam- 
ples of the language of reasoning than 
good text-books on geometry afford. 

I am happy to end this portion of 
my paper by saying that there has been 
a marked improvement in arithmetic 
noticeable rrnong the pupils who have' 
come to College during the last few 
years. 

LIP-KKADINO. 

Owing to want of time, some im 
portant subjects cannot be formally 
taught at the College. Among them 
are articulation and lip-reading. Re 
gular instruction in these requires 
much time; more than a student can 
command who is ex|>ccted to recite 
daily in three studies, as well as to 
write and correct the attendant exer- 
cises. 

Hence, the student's improvement 
in articulation and lip-reading will 
ile|>end mainly upon his own efforts. 
He will have abundant opportunities 
to practice in his intercourse wiih 
students intelligent and skillful as 
himself, with the many hearing per- 
sons in and about the College, and 
with his friends outside. 

But I confess my fear that, as to 
lip-reading, not much can be expected 
from these sources. 

Not because the students do not, 
value lip-reading, but because lip- 
reading cannot satisfy their social 
needs. 

When we pick out sixty or seventy 
of our oldest and ablest pupils and 
place them together to pursue studies 
under a common system, the social 
result is precisely the same as it 
would be if they could hear and 
speak. There is fun and friction, 
mental rivalry, and endless deb 

-tinct utterance will t 
flee. The passions and emotions thus 
aroused will burst forth in what' 
language is at once most natural, most 
flexible, most forcible, and moat keen- 
ly appreciated by spectators. 

Can any method of intercourse 
which involes lip-reading answer to 
this direction P Hoes any one ever 
see the swift jest run round the 
happy circle by means of lip-reading 
— sco it tossed about, twisted, turned, 
and re-turned with that brevity 
which is the soul of wit? Does the 
impetuous democrat ever tackle the 
confident republican in that manner? 
Can disputants attack and defend the 
theory of evolution by reading one 
another's lips? Is Childe Harold 
ever quoted to any one in that way, 
or Hamlet burlesqued ? And arc all 
these things done with esse and plea- 
sure to actors and spectators ? 

Such passages, expressed by signs 
and spelling, are of constant occur- 
rence among the students. To many of 
them to whom Providence has vouch- 
safed no other natural utterance, the 
sign-language is prose and poetry and 
music. For many purposes it, M 
free and boundless as speech itself. 
It does not minister to their aoi 
enjoyment alone : not to mention the 
lectures of tbe faculty, the public ex- 
ercises of their literary society, made 

i ble by signs and spelling, I 
been a source of groat benefit to them 
— improving their English, sharpen 
ing their wits, increasing their self* 
possession, and impelling them to 
acquire the stores of information 
necessary to attack and defend effec- 
tively. 

Moreover, their hearing friends out- 
side often delight to learn the manual 
alphabet. It is to them a Dew ac- 
complishment, as well as certain and 
speedy means of communication. 
Scores in Washington, if not hun- 
dreds, have learned it. Often in my 
walks some roguish urchin or sweet- 
faced little girl whom J never saw 
fore will put up a hand and spell 
me. 

From all this it results that while 
many students irnpro 
few do in lip-reading. Those who do 
must possess uncommon po w e r s of 
self-denial. Not only is their mental 
horizon contracted, but, their inter 
course even upon commonplace 
pics is greatly restricted. In 
nature of things, lip reading ■ 
always be more or less slow, labored, 

itive, uncertain ; and a/he 
is a constant demand for patience OH 
the part of both speaker and ft 
there can he, in general, no such 
as social enjoymeDt. 

Hut while I think it unwise to 
overlook the limitations of lip-p 
ing, I beg not, to do misiirxi 
F.ir from wishing to disj, . I 

have a keen appreciation of its prae 
tical value. One of rny greatest re- 
grets is that it was not my good for 
tune to study it as a boy. And thi» 
is written for that reason ;

Another most important part of 
the student's preparation for life, 
which, for reasons already stated, 
cannot be taught at the College, is

Sonic go lo College thinking of it 

as a road to a teacher's position and 

freedom from manual labor. We 
must remember that this is not true 
of I he deaf alone, but of voting men 
in general at this time, ft is often p 
fatal mistake. Positions involving 
intellectual labor alone fall to com 
paratively few ; and should a student. 
fail of one, nor know a handicraft, 
his case is indeed deplorabl . What 
can he do ? Ho can peddle, or get 
" odd jobs " of unskilled labor, or a 
little ill-paid "copying" now and 
then. 

Hut the educated man who also 
knows a trade is the true king of 
istencc. Hven Franklin congratulat- 
ed himself that he could not fall into 
want, for he would go back to hi s 
i.y|>e8 and composing stone, if neces- 
sity drove ; and this at the height of 
..is prosperity and fame, when the 
world was echoing with Turgot's 
sentiment that eripuit undo fulinen 
totptrwtume tyram 

Therefore, however brilliant the 
pupil's prospects, however much he 
may justly hopu from a collegiate 
education, let him learn a trade ; let 
him be encouraged to hew to the line, 
to push the plane to a nicety, to mar- 
shal the types, to till the ' paternal 
acres ; and then, if his higher aspira- 
tions fail, he will still have a sure re- 
source against the pinch of want or 
the shame of dependence. 
Ton a<<o. 

There arc aoiiie personal habits, 
generally begun in early life and very 
difficult to eradicate, against the 
formation of which I think wo ought 
to guard our pupils. 

The use of tobacco is one of them. 
I trust I do not approach this 
question in any pharisaical spirit. 
I do not lift hands in holy horror 
when the aroma of a good cigar floats 
to DM upon the breeze. I can readily 
admit that for persons of a certain 
age and temper anient the habit of 
smoking may be harmless. 

Yet, in wishing to protect our pu- 
pils against the habit of using tobac- 
co in any shape, I stand open a prin- 
ciple which, I think, will bo assailed 
by no one, and certainly by no phy- 
sician. It is this : that for very 
young men — for boys — the use of to- 
rn always and necessarily hurt- 
ful. A narcotic so powerful, being 
habitually absorbed by a growing and 
immature organism, must tend to 
deaden (he action and stunt the 

i of that organism. Common 
sense aajejaaaaajenei-thiw, and science 
connrmi it. 

I need not speak of minor objec 

eountenaneea disfigured ami 

soiled, of fetid breath, of stained 
rooms, halls, and doorways ; of e.\- 
langer of arousing ap- 
l which crave still more mis- 
chievous drag*. 

If wc recognise the fact that the 
use of tobacco by boys is an obstacle 
in the path of their mental and phy- 
sical improvement, that is reason 

enough for persuading them either 

not to form the habit at all, or to put 
it off to adult years, when their judg- 
ments, their purses, their brains and 
bodies will be better able to sustain 
it. 

This whole subject of the right 
physical growth of our pupils is de- 
serving of tlif! greatest attention. 
The same causes tlntt ren 1<t them 
deaf often leave seeds of weakness ill 
ystems which develop when any 
strain is put upon thum. Whatever 
n do to bless them with sound 
and well-knit frames is among the 
first of our duties, for thereby we 
shall store up the energy, courage, 
and temper, without, which their best 
gifts will be of 1 it tie worth. 

The friends of the College have 
long perceived this source of failure, 
and sought to provide against, it. 
During the past year the students 
have enjoyed an excellent gymnasium 
and swimming pool. Kegul.ir atten- 
dance at, the former is required. Kx- 
inder a Special instructor are 
both concerted and individual. The 
results have been gratifying, but it, 

will be seen that much will be gained 
if the pupil's own attention is early 
d to this matter, and Iuk ef- 
guided. 
Expensive gymnasia and instruc- 
tors are helpful, but not indispensable.

For any boy, therefore, the change 
from institution to college is a tran- 
sition. While he Inherits B wealth of 

time to use or misuse, he has little 
experience to guide him. 

Whatever, then, ran be done in 
advance to strengthen his self-control 
is of the first iniportai. 

Besides a general inlluencc to this 
end, I think some simple text-Look 

on morals could be profitably used

Worth more than all will be the ear- 
nest, warning, uffeCttonnte words of 
gime princ'pal or teacher whom the 
pupil loves and respects.
